Big Principles 
REFORMS WHICH WILL BE 
SOUGHT 


Article 427—The high contracting 
parties, recognizing that the well being. 
physical, moral, and intellectual, of 
industrial wage earners is of supreme 
international importance, have framed, 
in order to further this great end, the 
permanent machinery provided for in 
section 1 and associates with that of 
the league of nations. 
They recognize that differences of 
climate, habits, and customs, of eco-' 
nomic opportunity and industrial tra- 
dition, make strict uniformity in the 
conditions of labor difficult of immedi- 
ate attainment. But, holding, as they 
do, that labor should not be regarded 
merely as an article of commerce, they 
think that there are methods and prin- 
ciples for regulating labor conditions 
which all industrial communities 
should endeavor to apply, so far as.

' Pecently expressed by Superintendent Foster is en- 
couraging to fil who have hoped some headway 
might be made in reclaiming the lake shore. The 
general plans for this improvement were completed 
years ago, and the seeming impossibility of getting 
anything started has been the despair of the whole 
city and especially of the south side. , 
We recognize that the project involves some 
what intricate problems of detail;'we know also 
that these problems have been the source of con- 
siderable controversy, much of which simply served 
to waste time. But nothing can be accomplished 
now by attempting to fix the blame for past delays. 
The central fact about the present situation is 
that the south park board is anxious to make a 
beginning as soon as certain necessary ordinances 
are passed by the city council. It even appears

We are told the south shore improvement will 
cost $110,000,000. That total, though greatly in 
excess of estimates based on pre-war prices, is 
really nominal in comparison to the loss which 
the south side has sustained because of the failure 
thus far to make any substantial improvements 
on the south shore. Every year of delay not only 
tends to deteriorate values in that section of the

at Springfield, the department’s examineis would 
naturally be located in Chicago, which is one of 
the largest distributing points in the country. 
Section 4 of the bill defines the scope of the cen- 


tions which are inherent in the whole problem of 


censorship. The section provides that all films| 


shall be granted cer'tificates “except such motion 
pictures or motion picture films as are sacrilegious, 


vulgar, indecent, obscene, immoral, unpatriotic, in- 


human, or of such a character that their exhibi- 
‘tion would tend to corrupt morals or incite to 
crime.” | 

| We think the inclusion of the adjectives “ yul- 
gar” and “indecent” is unnecessary if the words 
* obscene” and “immoral” are retained. When the 
element of obscenity and what we call immoral— 
‘meaning in this connection a gross appeal to sex- 
‘uality—are not involved in our ideas of vulgarity 
‘and indecency, the latter become merely matters 
of taste, and we do not think the censorship of 
‘taste is either expedient from the standpoint of 
‘culture or consistent with principles of individual 
Mberty.

There is no general agreement as to what further 
steps should be taken, though with a few excep- 
tions there is no great diversity of opinion as to the 
objects to be obtained. Some of the plans are high- 
ly complicated. One calls for a secretary of trans- 
portation; another for the creation of six to twelve 
regional systems, and still another for the establish- 
ment of a national railways association and re 
gional commerce commissions. _ 
We are inclfmed to think, however, that the sim- 
plest scheme which will insure adequate returns for 
the railroads and adequate service for the public 
is likely to prove the best. The mere creation of 
additional government machinery could easily com- 
plicate matters without furnishing any permanent 
or desirable selution. 

After considering the various proposals, Mr. 
James D. Magee, writing in the current issue of 
the Journal of Political Economy, sums up what

' Mr. Magee is of the opinion that the state com- 
missions should be deprived of all control of rates 
and practically all control of service, the theory 
being that transportation is distinctly a national 
service, and should therefore be regulated by the 
federal government through the interstate com- 
merce commission. He believes, moreover, that the 
interstate commerce commission should be required 
to take cognizance of wage disputes, and that re 
quests for rate increases should be considered in 
connection with wage increases. These suggestions 
are not novel, but they go to the heart of many of 
the difficulties experienced by the railroads in the 
past. 

Mr. Magee further suggests that raflroad comb!- 
nations be fostered rather than opposed, and that 
the gains which the railrnad administration has 
made by eliminating competitive traffic should be 
retained by permitting the ross to pool their equip- 
ment and fauwilities. If these changes were made, 
is argued, we should have no need of an elab 
orate scheme of regional railroad systems, involv- 
ing in all probability government guarantees and 
ultimate government ownership. 7 

The question of rates is admittedly difficult, but 
Mr. Magee is of the opinion that congress sould 
fix a basis of valuation upon which the roads would 
be allowed to earn a reasonable percentage. He 
does not believe in any program for mulcting the 
more efficient roads of “excess” profits, and we 
think his reasoning is sound. One of the greatest 
objections to government control or government 
ownership is that it holds out no especial rewards 
for initiative or efficiency. 

The special purpose of Mr. Magee’s suggestions 
is to get the fullest advantage of private enterprise 
coupled with partially unified operation under gov- 
ernment supervision. It may be that these sugges- 
tions are not entirely adequate to deal with the 
present situation, but as far as they go they seem 
to be intelligent and practicable. The assumption 
that we need a mass of new laws and several varie 
ties of new bureaus and officials to “solve” the 
railroad problem is, we think, an unfortunate one. 
Aside from certain fundamental changes, it is prob- f 
able the less legislation the better. 


UNBIASED CABLE SCOOPS. | 
The uniform regularity with which Mr. Henry 
Wales, Tue TRIBUND’s correspondent at Versailles, 
has achieved notable news “scoops” over his Brit- 
ish rivals has caused the latter to demand an in- 
vestigation of the articles he has cabled.

Says This Is Idea of 
Certain Judges.

When a convict has boarded at 
Joliet once, that’s enough. Don’t im- 
pose upon him. | 

It never gets to be homelike. Joliet 
is a state penitentiary. There are 
rough and coarse persons in it. The 
ex-convict of a state prison may never 
reform, but when he is caught red 


handed later and convicted of robbery, 
burglary, or like crime, by all means 
be gentle. Don't hand out an unrea- 
sonable penalty. Don't send him back 
to Joliet. Send him to a nicer place, 
Bay Out to play with younger boys for 
@ while—at the state reformatory in 
Pontiac. . 

This is not advice to judges. It is 
the attitude, on occasions, of the Crim: 
inal court of Cook county, in the opin- 
ion of the superintendent of Pontiac. 
|}He asks that it be stopped. He says 
the jailbirds between 21 and 26 years 
old “ruin” his boys, and he has com- 
piled a list of 243 between these ages. 


Report Made to Aldermen. 


The council police committee has 
Seen given this list, through Ald. Eaton, 
and it interestg the aldermen. They 
want to know how this practice dis- 
@e0urages thieves in Chicago. 

The superintendent of Pontiac says 
in his tabulation that he _ received 
James Adams on March lil, after he 
had been convicted of robbery. The 
report says that he was once in the 
bridewell and once in Joliet. 

On April 26 Jacob Rentz went to 
Pontiac, after having been convicted 
of burglary. He has been twice in the 
house of correction and once in Joliet. 

On that same day Max Baaske ar- 
rived at Pontiac. He, too, was con- 
victed ef robbery and he had been 
four times in the bridewell and once 
in Joliet, 

Now Some More Cases. 

It may be sttggested that these are 
isolated cases, but the Pontiac super- 
intendent reports that he received 
Theodore awronski Sept. 10 last, 
after he had been conyicted of burg- 
lary. He had previousiy had a term 
in the penitentiary. But the court is 
not unduly favorable to the Illinois 
prison. 

On Feb. 20 Chester T. Welch was 
sent to Pontiac for assault to com- 
mit robbery. Chester, like all of the 
other “mischievous boys,” is more 
than 21 years old.
